Phone box 
joy as £3 
buys three 
for villages 

UPPER Arley Parish Council has saved 
three red phone boxes from removal 
after buying them for just £3. 

The kiosks in Shatterford and Arley 
Village cost £ 1 each through BT’s Adopt 
a Kiosk programme. They will act as 
information points, with notice boards, 
advertising items for sale and forth¬ 
coming events in the area, and should 
be in use early next year 

The initiative, launched in August 
2008, sees BT remove the telephone 
equipment and hand over the kiosks to 
the community allowing local authori¬ 
ties to take ownership of the much 
loved, but rarely used, red boxes. 

With more than 12,500 red telephone 
boxes nationwide around half a million 
calls are still made each day from a 
public payphone but usage has halved 
in the last two years. 

The parish council has welcomed sug¬ 
gestions for a practical use for the 
kiosks. 

The chairman, Councillor Graham 
Rickhuss, said: “Everybody wanted to 
keep the boxes because they are a true 
symbol of the countryside and areas 
like Arley and Shatterford. 

“It is very important that we keep 
them a part of our village as our tele¬ 
phone boxes are something of a land¬ 
mark for those visiting the area. 

“There was never been any question 
about whether we were going to keep 
the phone boxes or not and we hope to 
make some good use of them. 

Significant 

“We didn’t want them removed or 
replaced with something modern 
looking because it just wouldn’t fit in 
here.” 

Councillor Rickhuss added; “Taking 
into question the incidents that have 
occurred over the past few weeks with 
the theft of the village’s post box we are 
all hopeful that the criminals do not 
target these iconic symbols. 

“I hope that the lighting that sur¬ 
rounding the phone kiosks will deter 
anyone from attempting to steal them 
but obviously there is only so much we 
can do and so we live in hope that the 
thieves don’t strike again.” 

Upper Arley is the third parish in the 
area to join the scheme, after Rock and 
Wolverley and Cookley. 

BT press officer Emma Tennant, 
said: “The scheme is a great way of 
helping to preserve the structure of the 
kiosks and we are committed to main¬ 
taining this public symbol as much as 
we can by working with local authori¬ 
ties. 

“Pay phones aren’t relied upon as 
much these days so the initiative is 
something that not only helps BT but 
local communities and councils too. 

“BT isn’t looking to make money from 
the scheme. We just feel that it is very 
important to give authorities the choice 
of retaining the structures, which for 
villages like Arley are a significant part 
of their history.”

FORCED OUT 


Affordable homes rule 
imposed on developers 


DEVELOPERS will have to 
include affordable housing in 
Wyre Forest district under new 
council rules coming into force 
today. 

The council’s core strategy has 
been developed through consulta¬ 
tion since 2007 and sets out to 
provide 20-year vision for the 
future. 

The core strategy provides for 
4,000 new homes, growth in retail 
and office floorspace and the ear¬ 
marking of sufficient land for busi¬ 
nesses to develop and create jobs. 

The main change relates to the 
requirement for developers to 
provide affordable housing. 

Under the old system which 


operated in Wyre Forest district, 
developers were required to 
provide such housing on develop¬ 
ments of 15 or more homes. 

That threshold is lowered from 
December 9 for developments of 10 
dwellings or more in Kiddermin¬ 
ster and Stourport, and six 
dwellings or more in Bewdley and 
rural areas. 

Cabinet 

Such developments will be 
required to deliver 30 per cent 
affordable housing. 

Councillor Stephen Clee, cabinet 
member for regeneration at Wyre 
Forest Council, said the move “will 
help increase the supply of much 
needed social housing”. 


T HE sub-zero tempera¬ 
tures have caused dev¬ 
astation for a 
Kidderminster nursery after 
frozen pipes resulted in 
£15,000 damage. 

Staff at Hickory Dickory Dock 
Day Nursery, Warbler Place, 
Spennells, discovered floodwater 
4in deep last Monday morning, 
November 29,after two frozen 
pipes in the attic burst over night. 

The flood put a dampener on festiv¬ 
ities after the water destroyed all the 
Christmas decorations, Christmas 
tree and Santa’s outfit. 

Builder Brothwell & Miles, which 
erected the original building, fixed 
the leak and started the drying-out 
process with de-humidifiers. 

Jack Brothwell and his team are 
now monitoring the nursery every 
day and staff hope to be back in by 
Christmas. 

Nursery owner Sara Cookson said: 
“It was a very emotional moment for 
me and my staff as we could see all of 
our hard work over the last years lit¬ 
erally going down the drain. We were

£300,000 added to 
support local firms 


Worcestershire County 
Council has committed extra 
funds to support the local 
economy. 

An additional pot of £300,000 
will be made available to the 
council's economic development 
service from next April. 

And industry in Kidderminster and 
Stourport could be major beneficiar¬ 
ies. 

Councillors agreed at a cabinet 
meeting on Thursday that the extra 
investment would help to make the 
county's economy stronger in the 
future, which is needed to help the 


private sector grow at a time of public 
sector contraction. 

Cabinet members also considered 
current changes to national economic 
support, as regional development 
agencies such as Advantage West 
Midlands (AWM) cease to exist. 

Concerns that local businesses and 
developments could suffer during the 
changes were cited as a reason for 
boosting the council's ability to fill the 
gap. 

Councillor Simon Geraghty, cabinet 
member for planning, economy and 
performance, said: “This injection of 
additional resources, at a time when 
the council needs to take difficult deci¬ 
sions about priorities and spending, is 


a clear demonstration of our commit¬ 
ment to strengthening Worcester¬ 
shire’s economy.” 

It was was essential to support the 
private sector to grow and hopefully 
be able to support higher levels of 
employment, he added. 

“This additional resource will help 
to ensure we have the capacity to 
support the key projects and initia¬ 
tives that will be vital to Worcester¬ 
shire’s future prosperity,” he said. 

“You could say we’ve put our money 
where our mouth is.” 

Although decisions about how the 
funding will be used are yet to be 
finalised, it is expected to support bids 
for Regional Growth Fund resources 


and other opportunities to bring 
grants into the county, as well as sup¬ 
porting key developments that would 
previously have received AWM 
support. 

Examples could include the pro¬ 
posed Worcester Technology Park, 
Malvern Hills Science Park and the 
Central Technology Belt. 

Broader promotion of regeneration 
is likely to include the former British 
Sugar Site between Kidderminster 
and Stourport, improving infrastruc¬ 
ture such as Bromsgrove and Kidder¬ 
minster railway stations and 
supporting businesses to maximise 
growth. 


Fire hits 
furniture 
factory 

MORE than 80 workers 
had to be evacuated from 
a furniture factory near 
Kidderminster when a 
blaze filled part of the 
building with smoke. 

The blaze at Wyvern 
Furniture factory, 

Hartlebury Trading 
Estate, started in an elec¬ 
tric circuit box, fire crews 
said. 

Half of the staff were 
able to continue at work 
after the fire last week 
but the rest had to have 
the day off. 

The fire started in one 
of the factory’s three 
units but firefighters, 
called in at about 9am, 
were able to stop it 
spreading to other areas. 
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Fitting tributes to 
railway engineers 


SKILFUL engineers and fitters at Severn Valley Railway 
have scooped one of the top accolades in the annual 
National Railway Heritage Awards. 

SVR was recognised arthe awards in London last Wednesday 
after a £250,000 installation of a former British Rail locomotive 
wheel-drop. The wheel-drop at the Bridgnorth locomotive works 
had to rely almost completely on sketches and photographs. 

Company chairman David Williams and infrastructure 
manager Phil Sowden received a Craft Skills plaque for the 
quality and thoroughness of 
the work. 

Work on the 1940s wheel- 
drop from Leicester began at 
Bridgnorth in January after 
it was declared surplus to 
requirements by Net-work 
Rail and bought for its scrap 
value of £3,500. 

But to dismantle and 
transport it to Bridgnorth, 
excavate the pit and install 
cost a further £250,000. 

It has been in constant use 
to speed up locomotive main¬ 
tenance since August. 

Electrical 

A wheel-drop was one of 
the last items of heavy engi¬ 
neering needed by SVR to 
bring locomotive repair facil¬ 
ities at Bridgnorth up to 
standard. 

Mr Sowden said: “There 
were no drawings available 
to help us with the installa¬ 
tion, so sketches were made 
and photographs taken 
during the dismantling 
process and we worked from 
those. 

“The electrical control 
equipment was at least 60 
years old, so we had to com¬ 
pletely refurbish it.” 

Mr Sowden added: “It was 
a major project, but we are 
now reaping the benefits at 
Bridgnorth. 

“Previously,, in order to 
remove locomotive wheels 
for repairs and maintenance, 
we would have to use a heavy 
lifting crane, out in the open, 
regardless of the weather.”

Santa train 
seats nearly 
fully booked 

SANTA steam trains on the 
Severn Valley Railway are 
heading towards a complete sell¬ 
out. 

A run on bookings by families 
taking children and grandchil¬ 
dren on the traditional Decem¬ 
ber train ride from 
Kidderminster to see Father 
Christmas and receive a present 
from him in his grotto at Arley, 
has meant that of the 63 Santa 
Special steam trains up to 
Christmas, all but 13 are fully 
sold out, and few seats remain.

Metal 
theft of 
£15,000 


FIVE steel tanks together worth 
up to £15,000 have been stolen 
from a Kidderminster company. 

It happened at Hard Anodising 
Ltd on the Firs Industrial Estate 
in Kidderminster between 
Wednesday, November 10 and 
Wednesday, November 24. 

The thieves gained access to a 
neighbouring fenced yard and 


stole five stainless steel plating 
tanks. 

They were of various sizes but 
on average were eight feet long 
and four feet high. 

Together they were valued at a 
total of between £12,000 to

A lorry would have been needed 
to take them away and it is

College puts in plans 
for a £1m expansion 


KIDDERMINSTER College is planning a 
£1 million expansion of its Market Street 
site. 

Plans have been submitted to Wyre Forest 
District Council following confirmation of a 
grant from the Skills Funding Agency (SFA) to 
assist with the project. 

Space has been at a premium for the last four 
years following an increase in student numbers. 

The scheme would bring an additional 600 square 
metres of space, allowing the college to provide extra 
student social space, more staff workrooms and 
larger and more flexible teaching/learning spaces. 

The outline plan is to 
build additional accom¬ 
modation across three 
floors above the college’s 
service yard. 

The college is currently 
working with King 
Sturge to agree a design. 

College principal Andy 
Dobson said: “Our great¬ 
est space needs at the 
moment relate to social 
areas for students, work 
rooms for staff and large, 
flexible teaching spaces. 

“We are delighted that 
the SFA have confirmed 
their grant. 

“This will cover up to 
one-third of the cost and 
assist greatly in helping 
us to address those addi¬ 
tional space require¬ 
ments.

“After all the disap¬ 
pointment we experi¬ 
enced when Government 
funds for our develop¬ 
ment of the Sladen site 
fell through, this is an 
exciting opportunity to 
invest in facilities for our 
students and staff,” he 
added. 

The project will cost an 
estimated £l.lm. Pro¬ 
vided planning consent is 
granted and foundation 
work not held up by 
winter weather condi¬ 
tions, the building should 
be finished in time for the 
student intake of Sep¬ 
tember 2011.

What would you do if 
someone collapsed? 


course. Gareth May, St John Ambulance 
trainer at Wolverhampton’s Wharf Street 
centre, said: “Over half (56%) of people in the 
West Midlands wouldn’t feel confident trying 
to save a life,. 

“A quarter (29%) would just wait for an 
ambulance, a third (33%) would try first aid 
even though they are not sure what to do, 
and just over a quarter (28%) say they’d 
know what first aid to do. 

“But sadly, our research shows that many 
would do the wrong thing and could worsen 
things.” 

This April St John Ambulance launched 
The Difference campaign, which aims to 
encourage people to learn basic first aid 
skills which could make the difference 
between life and death. 

According to statistics released by St John, 
150,000 people die each year in situations 
where first aid could have given them a 
chance to live. 

Gareth said: “We believe that anyone who 
needs first aid should receive it and yet, as 
our latest research shows, that’s not happen¬ 
ing. “We can’t rely on other people to have the 
skills - everyone should take the responsibil¬ 
ity to learn first aid themselves. 

Surprised 

“We can all be the difference between a life 
lost and a life saved.” 

The course taught me many life saving 
essentials, particularly how to keep an 
injured or ill person comfortable and alive 
until paramedics arrive. 

I was surprised to learn that nearly every¬ 
one has placed somebody in the recovery 
position, usually to shove someone on their 
side to stop them from snoring. 

When learning CPR (Cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation) I was faced with a limbless 
manikin and at first I was at a loss as to 
where to begin. Despite what you may have 
witnessed on Bay watch, often the injured 


party won’t come round during CPR but it is 
essential to perform 30 compressions at a 
rate of 100 per minute followed by blowing 
into the person’s mouth until their chest 
rises. 

This should be repeated until the person 
begins the breath unaided, paramedics 
arrive or if you are too exhausted to continue. 

In the session I was also taught how to 
perform the Heimlich manoeuvre, now 
known as abdominal thrust, how to treat 
cuts and burns and how to clear someone’s 
airway. 

Andy Griffiths, aged 24, from Penn, 
Wolverhampton, attended the course. He 
said “I was in the cubs when I was younger 
and learned first aid, so I already knew the 
basics but it is useful to refresh because you 
don’t know what you might have forgotten. 

Choking 

“It’s hard to say if I’d be able to use my first 
aid skills but I’m sure if push came to shove 
and someone’s life was on the line I’d get 
stuck in. Everyone should have basic first 
aid training. It should be part of the national 
curriculum.” 

Knowledge of basic first aid certainly 
made the difference to Christine Knight, a 
59-year-old from Kingswinford was out in 
Oldbury enjoying a meal with friends when 
she began choking. Her friends could do little 
more than offer her some water. Luckily a 
fellow diner saw the danger and performed 
several abdominal thrusts and was able to 
dislodge the food. 

When a woman collapsed at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s civic hall recently there were three St 
John Ambulance volunteers on hand to take 
control of the situation until paramedics 
arrived. By using CPR the volunteers 
managed to get the woman’s heart beating 
and saved her life.

C asually stuffing her face with 
penny chews, she was com¬ 
pletely oblivious to what was 
coming next. 

She, like any other five-year-old, had 
a sweet tooth, and in her eagerness she 
bit off more than she could chew, or 
indeed swallow. 

Suddenly, my little cousin was gagging, 
turning red, and unable to dislodge the 
brightly coloured sweet. My cousin was 
choking and I didn’t have enough time to 
fetch help. 

By fluke, my unorthodox version of the 
Mrs Doubtfire Heimlich Manoeuvre soon 
had her breathing again. 

This was my first and only real experience 
of administering first aid. 

Embarrassed at the thought of being 
unable to help somebody in need because of 
a lack of basic first aid knowledge, I decided 
to book myself onto a St John Ambulance

The original building was condemned in 
1863 and a new school was opened in 1865 
with a further enlargement in 1883, enabling it 
to hold 180 boys and 180 girls.
